The village firemen escorted the hearse, 
which was followed by the pull-bearers ; 
then came his thr.-e sons — John, Smith 
and Abraham Van Buren in the re- 
spectable earring.- which ha«l Iteen used 
by the deceased when he was President, 
and then came tho other relatives, 
citizens ami a few strangers. There 
w« re i. ru t services at the open grave, 
and after the Wnedietion the multitude 
slowly dispersed. 

William Henry Harrison was inaug- 
urated on the ith of March, 1841, and 
died on the 4th of April following, of 
pneumonia, with congestion of the liver, 
having l>ecn literally worried to death 
by office-seekers and politicians; aged 
•W. The funeral services of the Episco- 
pal church were performed over the re- 
mains in the East rtnim of the White 
House, and they were then escorted to 
the Congressional burml ground by a 
large civic and military procession, two 
miles in length. A few weeks later they 
were removed to the family vault a"t 
Nortfi Bend, on the bank of the Ohio 
river, a few miles lielow Cincinnati. 
When I last saw it, from tho deck of n 
-t. anier on which I was going to Louis- 
ville, the tomb had a dilapidated and 
neglecti-d apjiearance. 

John Tyler died on the 17th of Janu- 
ary, 18C2, in the TJd year of his age, at 
Richmond, Va., where he hail gone to 
take his seat as a lieprosentative from 
Virginia in the first Congress of the* 
(Confederate State*. After the fnneral 
services, which were attended by ail the . 
leading rebel officials, his remiuus were 
interred in Hollywood Cemetery, where 
his resting place was unmarked when I 
last saw it. Mrs. Tyler is living. 

James Knox Folk dit*l al>out three 
moutlis after the expiration of his Presi- 
dential term, at his home near Nasb- 
v Hie, Tenn. He was interred with Ma- 
sonic honors, a Presbyterian clergyman 
conducting the religious services, ami 
his remains repose beneath a handsome 
monument ereeted by his widow (who is 
still living) in the front yard of her resi- 
dence, and Waring an epitaph which 
closes by saying that " the beauty of 
virtue was Ulustrated in his life — the ex- 
cellence of Christianity was exemplified 
in his death." 

Zachary Taylor was inaugurated on 
the 4th of March, 1849, and was in his 
usual robust health when he attended 
the 4th-of-July exercises the following 
year at the Washington monument, and, 
after having been exposed nearly two 
hours to a heat of unusual intensity, 
lunched heartily on milk and cucum- 
bers. That night he was taken ill, ami, 
on the evening of July 9, 1850, he 
breathed his last, aged 66. The funeral 
service of the Episcopal church -was 
performed over his remains in the East 
room of the White House. Among the 
mourners were Col. Taylor, his brother, 
Dr. Wood, Col. Bliss and Col. Jefferson 
Davis, his sons-in-law ; the Senate and 
House of Representatives, the for. ign 
.Ministers and the leading officials, civ il, 
military and naval. The remain" were 
then taken to the Congressional burial 
ground on a catafalque drawn by eighi 
white horses and escorted by a large 
force of regulars and volunteers, com- 
manded by Oen. Winfleld Scott. The 
war-horse of the deceased, "Old 
Wliitey," was lexl behind the hearse, and 
the attendant procession was so long 
that the rear was at the White House 
when, the escort had passed the Capita, 
a mile and a half distant. Subsequently 
the remains were removed to a small 
family burying-ground in the vicinity of 
Lc ville, Kv., and interred by the 
side oi his father, Col. Richard Taylor, 
a Revolutionary office*.* It is no easy 
matter to find the spot, but, after wind- 
ing rbout through by-way« one comes 
to a small inelosure in which is a brick- 



in the hillside, with an 
which, on a small mar- 
ble slab, is inscribed: " Tavlor, born 
Nov. 24, 17S1 : died July 9. 1850. M 
When I was there, some years since, 
this slab was prevented from falling by 
a fence-rail, which some friendly hand 
had propped against it. All around was 
matted shrubitcry and weeds, and the 
cemetery had a negh oted appearance. 

Millard Fillmore experienced a stroke 
of paralysis on, the 13th of February, 
1>»74, at his heme at Buffalo, and he 
died there on the 8th of March following, 
in the 7."th year of his age. On t he 1 2th of 
March his remains, in a rosewood cas- 
ket, with heavy silver trimmings, were 
renioveo to St. Paul's Kpiscopal Cathe- 
dral, where they lay in state in the ves- 
tibule, with a military guard of honor. 
At 2:.'tl> in the afternoon. Ins family hav- 
ing entered the catheilrtil, the cu&kgt^L 
wor borno in bv six sergeants of the 
United States artillery, headed hi Rev 
Dr. Shelton, the venerable recti >r and 
life-long friend of the deceased. The 
services, with the aid of a full choir, 
were very impressive. A procession was 
then formed, escorted by a brura.le of 
national guards and two companies <>| 
United Stab's artillery. The hearse w as 
decorated with national tla^s, and was 
followed by a long line of carriages con- 
taining pall-bearers, moiiruers, public 
officials and citizens, to Forest Lawn 
Cemetery, where, after the final services 
of the Episcopal church, the remains 
were deposited in the family lot. A 
handsome monument lias since Peon 
erected. 

Franklin Pierce, left lonely and deso- 
late by the death of his children, his 
wife and his friend Haw thorn. , and by 
the secession of many of his (mliticul 
friends, died rather uncx]» ctedly at the 
house of Mr. Williams, where he board- 
ed, at Concord, N. II., on the 8th of 
October, 1809, aged 05. He was buried 
on the following Monday, Oct. 11, 
when his remains were removed in the 
morning. Udder escort, to" the State 
House, where they lay in shite during 
the day iu a cofiin covered with black 
cloth with silver trimmings. At 1 
o'clock the reniaitiH were removed to St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church, of which the 
deceased was a member, followed by na- 
tional. State and city officials, member* 
of the bar and citizens. The rites of the 
Episcopal church were performed by 
Rev. Drs. Eamrs, Coit, Edson anil 
Lamliert. The funeral procession left 
the church at 2 o'clock, and depos it ed 
the remains in their last resting place in 
the Minot Cemetery, where he r. ,-ts by 
the side of his wife and two sons be- 
neath a monument appropriately iu- 
■eribed, 

James Buchanan died at " Wheatland," 
his rural home, m ar Lancaster, Pa., of 
pleuro pneumonia, June 1, lfSOH, aged 
77. His funeral was, as he had request- 
ed, without pomp or display. The 
house and surrounding grounds were 
filled with personal friends, jmlitical ad- 
mirers and townspeople, who stoinl dur- 
ing tho long service conducted by Rev. 
I >r. N.-viu, President of the Franklin 
mid Marshall College, u ilualin^ui-lx ,1 
Presbyterian divine. The remains were 
cx|>osed to view iu the wide hall of the 
house, in a white satin shroud and a 
plain coffin. They were esoortod by a 
long procession, in carriages and on fo*>t, 
to Woodland Hill Cemetery, south of 
Lancaster, overlooking a curve of the 
Conestogn. A monument has since 
been ereceil over the grave, com{>oHeil 
of a massive block of Italian marble, 
weighing over sev«;ii tons. The inscrip- 
tion, written by himself before his death, 
simply gives his name and the dates of 
his birth and death. 

Abraham Lincoln was shot bv John 
Wilkes Booth, in Ford's Theater at 
Washington, on the evening of April 11, 
1Wk>, and taken to the house of Mr. 
Peterson, on the opposite side of the 
street, where he died at twenty minutes 
past 7 o'clock the next moning. After 
an autopsy hail In-en mode tho remains 
were taken to the White House, where 
they were embalmed. The funeral servi- 
ces were performed on Wednesday, the 
19th of April, in the I'a.-t r.w>ni of the 
White House, where a catafalque had 
Wen erected, lnuieath which was the 
cofiin, covered with black cloth wish 
silver ornaments and fringe. The Judges 
of the Supreme Court, many Senators 
and Representatives, the diplomatic 
corps, oimI many civil, military and 
naval officers, and the representatives of 
leading journals were assigned standing 
places on tempi m I J raised plattorms. 
The funeral services were conducted by 
Rev. Dr. Hall of the Ep is copal Church, 
who read the liturgy from the book of 
common prayer, Ibshop Simpson, who 
offered prayer: Rev. Dr. OurlcT, who 
preached the funeral sermon ; and closed 
by a lienedictiun by Rev. Dr. Gray, 

Chaplain of the Senate. A funeral pro- 
cession was then formed, escorted by- 
two regiments of the Veteran Reserve 
Coips, two regiments of cavalry, a bat- 
tery of artillery, and a battalion of 
marines, followed by a large lxxly of 
officers on foot, and bv upward of ljHM) 
mounted officers. Ail of these bodies 
of men were war veterans, and they 
presented a fine ap}>oaraneo. Next came 
the attending clergymen, the physicians 
and the pa 11 -bearers, and then the 
funeral car, drawn by six gray horses, 
and followed by the favorite saddle-horse 

of tl i deceeeed, led by a groom. Ti.en 

came carriages, four abn a-t, containing 
prominent officers, and followed by State 
associations, organizations of different 

kinds from the Northern cities, 
and citizens. It is estimated 
that there were 18,000 persons in 
the procession, which was an hour 
and a half passing any given point. 
On reaching the Capitol the remains 
were placed in the center of the rotunda, 
which was draped in mourning, w here 
they remained under a guard of honor 
until the next morning. Mr. Lincoln's 
remains, with those of his soe, were es- 
corted to a car, and taken to Springfield, 
111., by the way of Baltimore, Harris- 
burg, Philadelphia, New York, Albany, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Columbus, Indian- 
apolis and Chicago, stopping long 
enough at each place to permit impos- 
ing demonstrations of respect. The 
final interment took place at Oak Ridge 
Cemetery on Thursday, the 4th day of 
May, anil an imposing monument has 
since been erected there. 

Andrew Johnson, who was at the time 
a- United States Senator, having been 
elected after he left the Presidential 
chair, was stricken with paralysis on the 
29th of July, 1875, at the house of his 
daughter, Mrs. Brown, in Carter county, 
Tenn., and he died there on the morn- 
ing of the 81st, in the 07th year of his 
age. Hir. dying request, " Let my body 
be shrouded in the flag of the nation ami 
my heat! pillowed on the constitution of 
my country,'' was complied with, and 
his funeral was without any display of 
"ponip and circumstance." A plain 
hearse carried the remains, and three 
carriages held the members of his frftni - 
ly. There were no other vehicles, but 
thousands of the people of East Teunes- 
followed the remains of their es-

Falling Stars. 

Astronomers divide meteors into sev- 
eral classes — aerial meteors, as winds, 
tornadoes, etc. ; aqueous meteors, as 
fogs, rain, snow, hail, etc.; luminous 
meteors, or those due to the action of 
e'em. nts in the air, as rainbows, halos, 
parhelias, mirages, etc.; electrical 
meteors, as lightnings, auroras, etc. ; and 
igneous meteors as shooting or falling 
stars, star-showers, imlidesor fire-balls, 
aerolites or meteorites, etc. In present 
usage, says Professor Newton, the term 
meteor is generally limited to the last 
group, or to the igneous meteors. The 
mi t Titan rrn ~" evidently fragments, 
tations.

admitted that igneous meteors nre caused 
by small bodies which have been travel- 
ing about the sun in their orbits, but 
now come into the earth's atmosphere, 
and, in general the shape of broken 
fragments of stone. The outside is 
usually covered with a thin black crust, 
which is evidently due to a melting of 
the surface in the atmosphere. There 
have been found at various times and 
places, loose iron masses that are as- 
sumed to be of meteoric origin, becaass 
their peculiar form, theirpeculiar chemi- 
cal composition, and their peculiar 
crystaline structure are like those of the 
iron masses that have been seen in sev- 
eral instances to come down from me- 
teors. Shooting-stars are seen on any- 
clear, moonlight night; they leave lie- 
hind. many of them, a bright cloud of 
phosphorescent light ; the meteors and 
their trains have various colors — white, 
green, blue, yellow, Bcarlet, etc.; the 
duration of the flight is generally less 
than a second of time, but the brighter 
ones may last several seconds. The me- 
teorites contain no elements, so far as we 
know, which have not been found on the 
earth, but these elements are com- 
pounded differently from any terrestrial 
minerals ; sometimes they reach the 
earth, and again are consumed in their 
course. — Chicago inter Ocean.

The Great 
Lake Erie is only sixty or seventy feet 
deep ; but Lake Ontario, which is 502 
feet deep, is 230 feet lielow the tide-level 
of the ocean, or as low as most tiarts of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence ; and the bot- 
toms of Lakes Huron, Michigan and Su- 
perior, although the surface is much 
higher, are all, from the vast depths, on 
s level with the bottom of Ontario. Now, 
as the discharge tlirough Detroit river, 
after allowing for the probable portion 
carrion off by evaporation, does not ap- 
pear by any means equal to the quantity 
of water which the three upper lakes re- 
ceive, it has Iveen con]ectured that a 
subterranean river may run from Lake 
Ontario. This eor.jecture is not im- 
probable, and accounts for the singular 
fact that salmon and herring are caught 
in all the lakes communicating with the 
St. Lawrence, but no others. As the 
Falls of Niagara must have alwaTS ex- 
isted .it would pnvzle" the naturalist to 
asy h°w these fish got into the u?»r»er 
lake without some snbtorranean river ; 
moreover, anv periodical ob traction of 
the river would furnish a not-improbabb, 
solution of the mysterious flux and re- 
flux of the lakes.

Hoos that are te be slaughtered should 
be kept growing. Feed is worth more 
for fattening in the Autumn months than

It is much 
the" most economical practice to keep 
hofrs steadily growing until they are 
killed. 

Pnor. Atwateb says with regard to a
